HEALTH OF THE BRITISH 
FLEET IN CHINA WATERS, 


Extraordinary Prevalence of 
Appendicitis, 


De fF. H. A. Clayton, Staff Surgeon in 
the British Navy, hay reported to the 
Medical ‘Department of the Admirafty on 
the prevalenco of appendicitis in the Chinn 
deer. He saya s— 

From information obtained from othur
